They not only 
upeet all his vetoes, but tied him hand and 
foot and rendered him powerless for good 
or harm. In 1868 General Grant was 
elected. It is due to the truth of history 
to say that for nearly tea years and a half 
he has made no attempt to check the 
exercise of unbridied power by Congress. 
On the contrary, he has encouraged it. We 
say unbridled power because for ten long 
years Radical Congregsmen have never 
stopped to inquire whether their acts 
were authorized by the Consthution’ or 
calculated to advance the best ‘nterests of 
the country. The only question with them 
has been, Will this measure beaefit our 
party?” If an affirmative answer was 
given by the majority, in caucus 
assembled, the minority, however large, 
acquiesced or were whipped into the 
traces.
